If the unwieldy Italian hulks were 
to get across the Atlantic safely they would 
be shattered by the concussion from the firing 
of their big guns. 

Let the indignant Italians abuse the New 
Orleans mob all they please, but the less they 
have to say iu the way of threate against the 
United States Government the better. Nor 
need they talk of tearing up their naturaliza- 
tion papers and renouncing American citizen- 
ship before they have learned what the Gov- 
ernment will do. 

There is one fact which the Italians appear 
to have lost sight of, but which they ought to 
keep in mind. That is, that those of i 
compatriots who settled in New Orleans 
toa place @here they must have known that 
human life is not safe. Those who have set- 
tled in New York, Baltimore, Chicago, San 
Francisco, and nearly all other American cit- 
ies have had no wrongs to complain of, for 
there is no mob law there. New Orleans, how- 
ever, is lawless, and s6isalarge part of the 
State. Generally the innocent victims of 
Louisiana’s mobs have been colored men, but 
occasionally whites have suffered. A year ago 


| a number of inoffensive blacks wore lynched 


in New Iberia. It wasa far greater outrage 
than the killmg of the Italians Saturday. The. 
niurders of the White-Leaguers ‘of New Orleans, 
which Gen, Sheridan spoke of so forcibly, are 
not forgotten yet, and are still unpunished. 

So the Italians who went to New Orleans to 
live went there knowing it was a lawless and 
unsafe place. They took their chances. They 
knew that the General Government had not 
protected its native-born citizens who had for 
years been murdered there annually. Could 
they expect greater security? This does not 
excuse the mob. This does not lessen the 
obligation of the General Government to 
make amends for the wrong done. But it 
should make the Italians of this and other 
cities a little less censorious and sweeping in 
their remarks. If an Italian wishes to Jive 
safely in the United States let him settle in a 
section where laws and not lynchers rule. 

The Italians should not forget the history of 
their own country. A few years ago. whiile the 
American could wander without danger over 
the northern provinces, if he went unguarded 
outside of a city in Sicily or Southern Italy 
he was snapped up by banditti, who held him 
for a ransom, and if he did not pay it killed 
him in unpleasant-ways. The Italian Govern- 
ment, which was long powerless to help for- 
eigners who fell into the hands of these crim- 
inals, has at last almost extirpated them. In 
time the United States will civilize the yet 
lawless sections of ite country. In the mean- 
time the best thing peaceful people can do is 
to keep out of them.

TEN PAPER DOLLARS FOR A COPPER CENT. 

The fellows who are crying out for an issue 
of fiat money by the Government of the 
United States are anxious to repeat a very un- 
pleasant bit of history, but probably without 
knowing it. In that respect they are like the 
man who sits down to inventing perpetual 
motion or squaring the circle without first of 
alltaking the trouble to find out what has 
been done by others in the same direction. 
At the outbreak of the American Revolution- 
ary War there was no power to tax the people 
to carry on the struggle for mdependenée ex- 
cept through requisitions upon the State Gov- 
ernments, and it was sought to obviate the 
difficulty by issuing paper “money.” A 
writer in the Atlantic Monthly has hunted out 
a few facts which resulted from that action. 
At the end of the year 1778—third year of the 
war—the paper dollar was worth only 
16 cents in coin in the Northem 
States and 12 cents in coin in the Sonthern. 
Early in 1780 its value in coin had fallen to 
two cents for the paper dollar, and by the 
close of that year it took ten paper dollars to 
buy as much as could be purchased for a single 
cent in hard . ‘Ip October, Indian corn 
sold at w e in Boston for $150 per 
bushel in continental “ greenbacks,” butter 
and coffee at $12 per pound, a barrel of. flour 
cost $1,575 in Government paper “‘money,” 
and Samuel Adama paid $2,000 for a hat and 
suit of clothes. Not long after that the fiat 
stuff had fallen so low that a barber in Phila- 
delphia papered his shop with the bills, and 
the contempt other people felt tor them was 
shown in various ways, until they dropped out 
of sight altogether as not worth the handling. 

This was the fate of fiat “money,” which 
but two or three years previously had been 
lauded to the skies as “‘the safest possible 
currency, because nobody could take it out of 
the country.”’ Its collapse and disappearance 
left the new Government without any ‘circu- 
lating medium, The wretched stuff had 
driven every shilling of coin out of circulation 
and reach of the people, except a small quan- 
tity of gold that came from the French al- 
liance and from the scanty foreign commerce 
of that day, most of which seems to have 
been in the shape of trade with the British 


‘army itself, all of which was hoarded. For a 


long time the people of the new Government 
had to do without money and resort to barter, 
and Congress itself recognized the poverty of 
the situation by requesting the several 
States to send in their “specific sup- 
plies ’’ of beef and pork, flour and rice, salt, 
hay, tobacco, and rum instead of money. In 
1798, the new National Constitution then be- 
ing 1n force, it was deemed necessary to pro- 
vide a remedy, and Hamilton’s fiscal. plans 
were adopted and the mint was established, 
but the recovery was slow, the total issue of 
coin up to and including the year 1800 being 
only $2,894,000 of all kinds, including subsid- 
iary coinage. A ‘considerable amount of 
foreign coin, however, came in, but it waa an 
immense improvement upon the wild scheme 
of the fiatists, which resulted from the at- 
tempt to create “ money’”’ by the issue of pa- 
per for which due rédemption in coin was not 
provided. The people of ninety years ago 
were thankful for the change back to coin, 
and would have received with horror a propo- 
sition to go back to “the dollar of their dad- 
dies,” which by the close of the century had 
been repudiated as not worth even the tenth 
part of a cent. 


HOW MUCH Sect: PRODUCTS HAVE AD- 


CED, 

The almost universally high range of prices 
of farm products is a subject of no little com- 
ment, and 2t will be interesting to note a few 
of the changes compared with last year at this 
aate. If a soothsayer last March had promised 
the agriculturist that within a twelvemonth the 
price for certain kinds of grain, for example, 
would more than double, theswild prophecy 
would have been cast aside without a thought ; 
yet such have been the wonderful changes in 
more instances than one. Take, for example, 


' oats, Last year at this time the standard grade 


was quoted in the cash market in car-load lote 
and upward at 203¢ cents per bushel, and dull 
at that, and within a day or two a price as high 
as 5144 cents has been paid, or exactly 150 per 
cent advance, Other important cereals show 
like prominent gains, although not in quite 
the same proportion. Spring wheat improved 


from 79 cents a year ago to $1.01 per bushel, |, 


ac. advance of nearly 28 per cent, while corn 


ble figures; that cotton goods are low in 
price; that coffee is relatively cheap; and 
that, perhaps best of all, there is a promise 
that within a few weeks sugar will drop some 
two cents per pound, with dealers reporting 
prospective sales of standard granulated at 
4}¢ cents, against 6% cents now. 


MORE ROTTEN CLAIMS. 
The more narrowly the legislation of the 
Fifty-first Congress is scrutinized the more 
scandals come to light in the shape of rotten 


claims that were rushed through in its closing 


hours, One of these claims was that of. the 
Baltimore and Qhio railroad for transporta- 
tion services in 1861 after the road tiad been 
seized under the necessities of war. This 
claim had been regularly certified to the 
three previous Congresses and as regularly 
rejected. It was pronounced by Mr. Cannon, 
Chairman of the Subcommittee on Appro- 
priations, as without a shadow of legality, but 
in the hurry and confusion of the last few 
days of the session it was smuggled through, 
and now the Treasury authorities are prepar- 
ing to pay it. | 

Another claim, that of Louis von Hoffman 
for $18,480, for the use of the Pioneer Mills at 
Alexandria, Va., by Union troops as barracks 
during the war, was even more rotten. It 
first turned up in the War Department and 
was rejected under the provisions of the law 
prohibiting the payment of claims originating 
in a State which was in rebellion against the 
Government. Then it made its appearance 
in the Court of Claims and was dismissed for 
want of jurisdiction. It next turned up as 
the subject of a. petition from the owners 
of the mill to Congress, and a bill was in- 
troduced, but was not acted upon until 
the second session of the Forty-fifth Congress, 
when it was defeated. In the Forty-cighth 
Congress the claim turned up again in the 
hands of the claim agents and was knocked 
out. The same fate awaited it in the Forty- 
ninth and Fiftieth Congresses, but, nothing 
daunted, the lobbyists managed by hook or by 
crook tosmuggle it into the General Deficiency 
Appropriation bill, where it went through with 
others. As thore is now an uncertainty as to 
whom the money belongs it goes without say- 
ing that the $18,000 probably will be gobbled 
up by the lawyers and lobbyists who have had 
the engineering of the.rotten claim. 

The amount of woney in these two invalid 
claims is comparatively small, but that is a 


matter of minor conséquence. It is more to | 


the point to consider the possibility that 
clainns of this kind which have been disal- 
lowed over and over again should keep alive 
for thirty or forty years, and at last in the ob- 
scurity of conference committees and in the 
confusion of the last day or two of the short 
session be rushed through for the benefit of 
the elatm agents and the greedy lobby.

Irishmen to Have a Parade in Honor of St, 
Patrick. 

Today, in spite of the dissensions in the Irish 
parliamentary party, there will be an im- 
mense united parade and demonstration te 
celebrate St. Patrick’s-Day, to be -followed by 
banquets, balls, and other social gatherings in 
the evening. ' 

St. Patrick’s biography is stirouded in 
doubt, disagreement, and contradiction. Ac- 
cording to Irish authorities he was born in the 
north of France about the year 377, ms 
father being a deacon and his mother a sister 
of St. Martin of Tours. The Scottish histori- 
ans and antiquarians claim that the saint was 
anative of Caledonia, and place his birth- 
place on the banks of the Clyde, but they agree 
with the Irishmen that his father was a deacon. 
The English writers take the same view re- 
garding his nativity. There is also no dispute 
as to how the saintly snake-killer feached the 
Emerald Isle. 

At the age of 16 he was kidnaped by pirates, 
who took him to the North of Ireland and sold 
him as a siave. tn one ee he had 
to feed swine for his master, who tre 
badly, and after six or seven Years’ servitude 
the future saint escaped to the south coast of
